Ontario will-adopt its own plan for 

medical care insurance this year 
without waiting for the federal gov- 
ernment to bring in its scheme. 
. Premier John Robarts made this 
clear recently, although he refused to 
spell out what the province's plan 
will provide. 

The Premier said he hopes to have 
‘a recommendation from the commit- 
tee appointed to study the provincial 
“Government's medical care insurance 
proposals in the early days of the 
next session of the Legislature, which 
starts January 20. * 
| The committee is expected to re- 
commend a voluntary scheme operat- 
ed by private carriers, with Govern- 
ment subsidies for persons unable to 
meet the premiums. 

This proposal would provide a basic 
conflict with the plan suggested by 
the federally appointed Royal. Com- 
.mission on Health Services. 

The federal commission, headed by 
Mr. Justice Emmett Hall, has propos- 
ed a Government-operated medical in-

SATION BOARD 


This month marks the Golden An- 
niversary of Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Legislation in Ontario. In the 
past 50 years more than six million 
persons, equal to Ontario’s present 
population, have received nine hund- 
red million dollars in benefits. 

The present concept of Workmen's 
Compensation in this Province began 
“$n 1910 when Sir William Ralph Mer- 
edith, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario, was designated by 
the Government to “inquire into laws 
relating to the liability of employers 
‘to make compensation to their em- 
ployees for injuries received in the 
course of their employment which 
are in force in other countries,” 

After two preliminary reports, Sir 
William Meredith finally recommend- 
ed in 1913 a completely new statute, 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
The Act became effective January 1, 


. 1915. The first Annual Report pre- 


sented to the Government in 1916 in- 
dicated $324,00 was paid in benefits. 
In 1964, 70 million dollars was paid 

If an accident occurs in industry 


‘today and is covered by the Act— 


the injured person is assured of nec- 
essary medical care, three-quarters of 
wage or salary while off work, and, 
4n more serious cases, a lifetime pen- 
sion is awarded in the event of perm- 
anent disability. These are but a few 
of the many *mpensation benefits 
available in this Province. 

Recently the appointment of Mr. 
Bruce J. Legge, Q.C., as Chairman of 
the Workmen's Compehsation Board, 
was announced by Minister of Labour 
the Honourable H. L. Rowntree. On 
assuming office Mr. Legge said, ‘The 
Ontario Act has been amended many 
times in keeping with the advancing 
economy of the Province. As a second 
half century begins, the Board will 
continue to be gfiided by Sir William 
Meredith's principle, “Justice humane- 
ly and speedily rendered.”

County Federation of Agriculture was 


held in the Township Hall at Ivanhoe 
on Thursday, January 14th. 

The day @as very cold, but a good 
number were in attendance, some 
coming a considerable distance. 

After the President welcomed all 
those present, the Secretary's and 
Treasurer's reports Were received. 
The County representative on the 
O.F.A. Board, Mr. Russel Sills, re- 
ported work of the Federation and 
introduced Mr. Leonard Laventure, of 


guest speaker for the day. 

Mr. Laventure, who now owns a | 
900 acre farm close to the Ottawa 
River, worked for the Government for 
| twenty years in the North West Ter- 
‘ritories and the Islands of Hudson 
Bay. 

He compared Hastings County with 
Renfrew County and pointed out that | 
much of the wealth of the Ottawa 
Valley came from. forest production, 
but very little benefit came to the | 
areas that produced the timber and 
Jumber and very little is left in many 
communities for those who live there 
now. 

He told of spending twenty years 
in the North West Territories and of 
his contact with the Eskimos, of their 
hardships and their endeavours to 
feed themselves where the sole effort 
of everyone is to produce food. At best 
it is possible to have only a few days’ 
food supply on hand and many times 
they are hungry: 

At one time he was commissioned 
to ‘bring out a group of. men left 
stranded north of Churchill. An Indi- 
an and he walked to a lake to invest- 
igate the possibility of landing planes. 
On the way back they were unable to 
find the cache of food they had left 
on their way in; resulting in them 
walking ‘three days without food in 
30 degrees below zero weather. 

They were almost exhausted when 

a husky came to them in the woods. 
It was,a dog he had given to a trap- 
per two years before and the dog led 
them to the trapper’s home. 
He told this story to emphasize how 
terrible it is to be hungry and to show 
the difference betwween the north 
and here where we have an abund- 
ance of food. Here’in Ontario, one 
worker in 20 works to produce food. 
The other nineteen are doctors, law- 
yers, teachers and people working in 
industry. In the north everyone, old 
and young, works to produce food 
and often they do not have enough. 

If there ever was a shortage of 
food here, everything would give way 
to getting something to eat.

Fitted sheets have the code color 
in the bias tape binding that slips 
out of sight under the mattress 
ends, Thus with a flick of the hem 
corners you can find the right 
size for: junior’s bed, the guest 
room or the master bedroom, 

The nine basic bedding sizes 
used im Canada today and their 
size-o-matic code colors are: crib 
bed, pink; bunk bed, grey; youth 
bed, orange; three quarter, green; 
double, red; “Queen” size, purple; 
“King” size, brown, 

The color code system is a 
Canadian first; The idea is such 
a good one it has already been 
picked up by leading bedding 
manufacturers who are using cir- 
cular dots of the code color to 
identify mattress sizes. 

There is another aspect to the 
system which may not be apparent 
to the corisumer but will help re- 
tail stores ‘serve her more quickly 
and efficiently. The color code is 
being carried on shipping cases, 
displays and individual packages. 
Store personnel can thus#-tell at a 
glance what is in the stockroom 
or one the shelves and counters. 

Various lengths and widths of 
sheets will, as usual be printed im 
detail on the packages’ Each pack- 
age also contains a miniature 
gummed. chart of the code for 
pasting on the inside of a closet 
door for easy. reference.

The proposed 
building, designed to hold 500,000 
books, incorporates up-to-date 
thinking on the function and design 
of libraries. 

Dr. W. A. Riddell, principal of 
Regina Campus, describes the 
library as “the heart of the Uni- 
versity”, and he goes on to com- 
ment, “It will be the premium 
building on campus. It is very 
gratifying that the library is being 
built at the beginning of the devel- 
opment op the main campus.” 

The library, which will contain 
125,000 square feet of floor space, 
will be part of the second phase 
of development on the new campus. 

This phase will include a physical 
education centre, for which a 
model was approved earlier this 
year. Construction of both is 
scheduled to beBin next year with 
the projected completion dates 
1966 for the Physical Education 
Centre and 1967 for the library. 
The Physical Education Centre is 
one of five Canadian recreation 
buildings that were represented by 
drawings and photographs at the 
Olympic Games in Japan in an 
international exhibition. 

The first major project on the 
new campus, a three-unit structure 
containing classrooms, lecture 
theatres and laboratories, will be 
ready for occupancy next spring.

In all proba- 
bility not a single sentence will stand 
literary comparison with a hundred casual 
phrases that rolled off his tongue as he 
strove to mobilize the effort of the British 
people during the war. Truly he was a

as great as he is today. It was his quality 


of leadership that counted most in his - 


amazing career. Bathed in the floodlights 
of a supreme skill with the English lang- 
uage, a delivery dnd. voice that almost 
forced people to listen, his leadership 
shone like a beacon light in a world of 
darkness and despair. 
Listening to recordings of. his speeches 
made. when hé first entered parliament 
early in the century one is amazed at the 
development of great maturity and depth 


’ in the stentorian voice that is known so 


well to millions. One wonders if it is the 
result of constant use or whether its 
owner's penchant for cigars and brandy 
has had its effect down through the years. 

Churchill, of course, defies analysis 
even by those who have known him best. 
We only know fhat he has made a remark- 
able contribution to world history and we 
honor him on his birthday for what he has 
been and ‘what he has done for the free 
world. His friends, followers, and ad- 
mirers are delighted that his health has 
permitted him to enjoy this celebration 
to the full and wish him continued good 
health and contentment for the rest of his 
days. ; 
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CBC Financing 


The Representative, Leduc, Alberta 


Financial operations of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation have provoked 
considerable comment in the past and 
this aspect of the nationally-owned cor- 
poration has again come under scrutiny, 
thanks to the Member of Parliament for 
Calgary North, Col. D. Harkness. One 
instance which smacks somewhat of 
financial wizardry was concerned with the 
spending of approximately $105 million 
for headquarters offices in Montreal and 
Toronto. 

It was explained to a House of Com- 
mons committee that, prior to securing 
parliamentary approval, the government 
(as distinct from parliament) had been 
making loans to the corporation. The 
president of the CBC, Mr. Ouimet, ex- 
plained that the corporation proposes to 
pay back these loans from “our income”, 
adding that the income will be “in great 
part from public funds and in lesser part 
from commercial revenue’. The interest 
would be paid in the same way. 

This. financial manipulation aroused 
several interesting comments. Col. Hark- 
ness said: “You are going to get a loan 
from the dominion government to build 
these things, then you are going to get a 
grant from the dominion government with 
which to pay the interest, and then you 
are going to get a grant subsequently to 
pay off the capital.” The Auditor General: 
“I thought it would be a rather remark- 
able exercise in financing’. And as a 
contemporary added: ‘The opinion of the 
mad hatter'in Alice in Wonderland has 
not been sought”. 

Criticism of the corporation is by no 
means a political matter, since both major 
parties have had opportunity to improve 
the corporate structure and have failed 
dismally to do so. And what would happen 
if the House of Commons ,refused to vali- 
date the grants to the CBC needed to re- 
pay the government loans It's an interest- 
ing speculation, at least.

AID FOR THE DISABLED 


When doctors and engineers work; or lowered at will 


together for 
the result can change the lives of 
many children, young people and 
grown-ups who have lost an’ arm, 
a leg or a hip joint. 

More and more it is becoming 
clear that by devising new aids to 
act as artificial limbs or to take 
the place of missing human parts, 
this kind of partnership will make 
life easier and happier for viétitns 
of accident, disease or deformity. 

A committee for research into 
apparatus for the disabled, known 
as C.R.A.D.,-has been set up by the 
British Polio Research Fund. With 
Sir Harry Platt as chairman, 
C.R.A.D, formed a team of doctors 
and engineers to design and build 
new. kinds of mechanical aids for 
handicapped people. 

The West Hendon Hospital, near 
London, provided a laboratory as 
a base for research. Instead of test 
tubes and bunsen burners, its main 
equipment consists of lathes, drills 
and milling machines, Those who 
work there are seen more often in 
engineer’s overalls than in white 
coats,

from one bed to another, or from 
stretcher to bed, so often and with 
such difficulty that in the course 
of a year he may spend a whole 
day in the air. The new trolley 
bed saves both labour and pain. 

Good doctor/engineer teamwork, 
too, has lefl to the making of arti- 
ficial arms capable of many move- 
ments. A small lightweight, gas- 
powered motor is used. In driving 
an arm, it produces an effort like 
that of normal human muscles. 
But, some patients, especially child- 
ren, first need practice In control- 
ling this motor. It can also create 
unexpected problems. 

Wearing a special harness, con- 
taining the motor, one small boy 
found he had only to give the 
device a flick for an artificial arm 
to shoot out like a prize fighter’s 
uppercut, And, since he had never 
known the use of arms, he used 
his discovery to flatten out some 
of his chums. To stop this, his con- 
trol motor was made less power- 
ful. 

Those, who wear this gas-power- 
ed equipment, need merely brace 
thelr shoulders to raise an artifi- 
cial arm. The moment they relax, 
the arm will fall back to their side. 
Polythene hip joints 

New types of artificial hip joints 
made with the new plastic called 
polythene are giving relief to 
patients suffering from arthritis. 

Another British centre, working 
on these problems, is the Clinical 
Research Building at Wrightington 
in Lancashire, north west England. 
As well as good laboratories, this 
building has space for examining 
a patient. while he walks 30 or 40 
paces without meeting an obstacle 
or needing to turn round. : 

At first, polythene hip joints 
were fitted only to extremely dis- 


abled people above certain age 
limits. But,. since’ results were 
good, similar benefits are now 


given to young patients and those 
not totally disabled. 

Use of plastics is growing fast 
in this field of medical engineering. 
The fine replacements made with 
plastic materials allow people to 
keep limbs which, otherwise, a 
surgeon would have to remove to 
stop a disease from spreading. 

No one can doubt that in all 
countries a big future, enriching 
life for thousands, awaits the pro- 
iduets of doctor engineer research

Saskatchewan 
farm cash: 
income 1964 


Thanks to booming grain sales, 
Saskatchewan's gross income from 
the sale of farm produce will set a 
new record in 1964, E. H. Evans, 
Supervisor of Provincial Agricul- 
tural Statistics, estimates. 

The projected total farm cash 
income for 1964 has been placed 
at $860.5 million, surpassing the 
previous record of $745 million, set 
in 1953. 

Sales of grain will contribute 
$670 million to. the 1964 total, 
while livestock sales will contribute 
$180 million. Sales of miscellaneous 
farm products such as honey, wool, 
horses, vegetables and hay will

Additional grain sales accounted 
for most of the total increase th 
1964, While livestock sales have 
remained fairly constant in Sask- 
atchewan in the past-ten years. 
Grain sales jumped from $529 mil- 
lion in 19638, to $670 million in 
1964. Grain sales have climbed 
steadily from the $374>million level 
in 1958. A ten-year low for grain 
sales was set in 1955, when the 
total income from grain was $290 
million. 

Farm cash income of $705 mil- 
-lion in 1963, was comprised of 
$529 million from grain, $160 mil- 
lion from livestock, $10 million 
from miscellaneous products and 
$6 million from supplementary pay- 
ments, 

Grain sales of $606 million were 
the main factor in the previous 
income record in 1953. This figure 
for grain sales was not overtaken 
until 1964, in fact grain sales did 
not rise above $600 million in Sask- 
atchewan betwen 1953 and 1964. 

The third highest year for farm 
income following 1964 and 1953, 
is privately in 1952 when total farm cash in-

It says here in a brief news release 
that a new export movement for Can- 


vada’s publicly owned railway has be- 


gun. It is the result of a long term 
transaction between the pulp and 
power company at Hinton, mentioned 
above, and the Mitsui Co. Ltd., of 
Vancouver, to ship the first-ever “tall 
oil” to Japan. : 

Tall oil is a fatty acid resin, a by- 
product of the pine forest industry. 
The initial crude oil shipment left’

Maru. Plans call for additional 
monthly shipments for the rest of 
the five-year contract. The oil, from 
North-Westerh’s crude tall oil plant 
will be moved to Vancouver by Can- 
adian National in jumbo-sized tank 
cars.

SEAFOOD COCKTAIL 


1 can (5 ozs.) lobster 1 tbispn. prepared horseradish 


1 can (6 ozs.) crab 14 tspn. salt 
1 can (5 ozs.) medium shrimp -2 drops Tabasco or few grains 
1% cup catsup cayenne 
3 thispns. lemon juice or Lettuce 
vinegar 6 lemon wedges 


14, cup minced celer 


Early in the day, refrigerate the cans of seafood. In a small bowl 
combine catsup, lemon juice or vinegar, celery, horseradish, salt, and 
Tabasco or cayenne. Mix well. Cover and chill in refrigerator. 

Shortly before meal time, drain the seafood. Remove any 
cartilage from the lobster and crab meat and de-vein the shrimp, if 
necessary. Rinse shrimp in cold water. Cut lobster and crab meat 
into bite-size chunks, reserving 6 large pieces of claw or leg meat for 
a top garnish. Combine seafood and mix lightly. 

Line 6 sherbet or parfait glasses with crisp lettuce, extending the 
lettuce to the lip of the glass. Lightly heap about 44 cup of mixed 
seafood in each and top with a tablespoon of chilled sauce. Garnish 
with a shrimp and a large piece of lobster claw or crab leg meat. 
Slice a lemon lengthwise to give 6 wedges of desired thickness. Make 
@ small cut in each wedge then insert a wedge on the rim of each 
glass. Makes 6 servings.

CAVIAR 


Caviar is a luxurious product and as an appetizer bows to none. 
True caviar is the lightly salted, pasteurized roe of the sturgeon and 
is black or grey-black in colour. As well, there is a whitefish roe 
caviar which is black and a salmon roe caviar which is red. 

Caviar of whatever variety should be served well chilled. Often the 
true caviar is nested in its original container in crushed ice and the 
guests are allowed to spread it themselves on thin toast. A tablespoon 
of it would make one good average serving. Purists eat it on fresh 
toast fingers without embellishments. Other caviar lovers may like to 
add a squeeze of lemon or a garnish of finely chopped hard-cooked 
egg-white, sieved egg yolk, or minced chives. 

Salmon caviar is more modestly priced than the true variety. A 
few glistening, red-gold balls of it make an attractive garnish for 
deviled eggs or for crackers spread with softened cream cheese. For 
a tempting tidbit, fill bite-sized tart shells with salmon caviar and 
garnish each with a dab of dairy sour cream lightly dusted with a few 
gratings of lemon rind. 


COD LIVERS 


An appetizer especially popular with the men is canned cod livers 
spread on crackers. This rich, soft, almost jelly-like product comes 
packed In 3 or 4 ounce cans and has been lightly salted during

FISH SPREADS 


in the food stores you will find a variety of prepared seafood 
spreads in small glass jars. Some varieties to look for are: smoked 
salmon, smoked oyster, tuna, sockeye salmon, and shrimp. These 
spreads make festive good eating served on crackers of assorted 
shapes, then garnished to taste with such trifles as: pickle chips, 
stuffed olive slices, capers, parsiey, and pimiento strips. . 


LOBSTER PASTE 


Lobster paste provides the incomparable lobster flavour at a budget 
price. It comes packed. in 3-ounce cans and is available at most food 
. Stores. Just as taken from the can it makes a tasty spread for party 
sandwiches and crackers. It also makes a delicious pink dip to serve 
with potato chips, crackers and the like. 

To make the dip, soften one Bounce package of cream cheese 
and blend in the contents of 2 cans of lobster paste, 4 cup of 
softened butter, 44 teaspoon salt, and 1 teaspoon curry powder 
mixed in 2 tablespoons sherry.

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The locomotive’ whistle 
The Revelstoke Review, Alberta 


We live in a railway town and any- 
thing associated with railroading is taken 
for granted. Take for instance the loco- 
motive whistle. The Yeath of the steam- 
locomotive hasn't removed the whistle 
or whatever it’s called, from our ken. The 
origin of the whistle goes back 135 years. 

When the Stockton and Darlington 
railroad was opened for traffic, a man on 
hoseback preceded locomotive No. 1, one 
of Stephenson's early locomotives, to warn 
people’ of its approach. But the engine 
attained the unheard speed of 15 miles an 
hour and drove the horse off the track. 

The first serious accident occurred on 
Sept. 15, 1830 when the Rt. Hon. William 
Hoskinson, a cabinet minister, was killed. 
He was the first person killed by a loco- 
motive. Another accident occurred May 4, 
1883 when a train collided with a farmer's 
wagon containing 50 pounds of butter and 
§0 dozen eggs, on a crossing between 
Thorton and Bagsworth. After this, a meet- 
ing of the directors was called to consider 
some means to. warn people of the ap- 
proach of a locomotive. 

Stephenson made the suggestion of a 
steam whistle, which was accepted. A 
musical instrument maker was engaged 
to make it. It was called the trumpet and 
was 18 inches long and six inches across. 
It had a weird but effective sound. A 
Rev. E. ‘Smith, a witty divine used to 
delight in observing that ‘Stephensons’ 
whistle reminds me of a squeal of a law- 
yer when the devil first gets hold of him.”
